"Perfect liberty of association for polit- 


ical objects, and the wildest scope of discus- 
sion, are the received and ordinary condi- 
tions of government in our country. Our 
institution!:, framed in the spirit of confi- 
dence, in the intelliconce nnd integrity of 
the peoplo, do not *orbid citizens, either 
individually or associated together, to at- 
tnck by writing, speech, or any other 
methods short of physical force, the Con- 
stitution and the very "existence of tho U- 
nioti. Undor the shelter of this preat liber- 
ty, and protected by the laws and usages of

slavery into the present or future inchoate 
States of the Union, are really inflamed 
with a desire to change the domestic insti- 
tutions of^existing States. To accomplish 
their object, they dedicate then^elves to 
the odious task ot depreciating tho govern- 
ment organization which stands in their 
way, 
and of calumniating with indiscrimin- 


ate invective, not only the citizens of par- 
ticular States, with whoso laws they find 
fault, but all others of their fellow-citizens 
throughout the country, who do not par- 
ticipate ttith them in their assaults upon 
the Constitution, framed and adopted by 
our fathers, and claiming for the privileges 
it has secured, and the blessings it lias con- 
ferred, the steady support and grateful rev- 
erence of their children.

that the writ of Habeas Corpus, by which 
government is bound to render a reason to 
the judiciary before it lays it« hands upon 
a citizen, has been called the high-wnter 
murk of English liberty.

The Secretary of State puts into 
his Bastile, with a warrant as irresponsible 
as that of Louis, any man whom he pleases 
and you know that neither press nor lips, 
may venture to arraign the government 
without being silenced. We are tending 
with rapid strides—you may say inevitable; 
I don't deny it, necessarily; I don't ques- 
tion it—we are tending to that strong gov- 
ernment which frightened Jefferson; toward 
that unlimited debt, that end less army; we 
have already those alien and sedition laws, 
which in 1798 wrecked the Federal party, 
and summoned the Democratic into exist- 
ence. For the first time on the continent 
we have passports, which even Louis Bona- 
parte pronounces useless and odious; for 
the first time in our history, government 
spies frequent our great cities."
